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DETAILED ACTION 

Receipt is acknowledged of the Declaration and Surcharge, the Information Disclosure 
Statement, and the Preliminary Amendment A, received by the Office, March 7, 2001, April 3, 
2001, and January 2, 2002, respectively. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

"If the trademark or trade name is used in a claim as a limitation to identify or describe a 
particular material or product, the claim does not comply with the requirements of the 35 U.S.C. 
1 12, second paragraph. Ex parte Simpson, 218 USPQ 1020 (Bd. App. 1982). The claim scope is 
uncertain since the trademark or trade name cannot be used to properly identify any particular 
material or product." MPEP 2173.05 (u) 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claim 3 provides for the use of tamsulosin, but, since the claim does not set forth any 
steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what method/process applicant is intending to 
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encompass. A claim is indefinite where it merely recites a use without any active, positive steps 
delimiting how this use is actually practiced. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 
35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

Claim 3 is also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a use, 
without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper definition of a 
process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 35 U.S.C. 101. See for 
example Ex parte Dunki > 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and Clinical Products, Ltd v. Brenner \ 
255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by EP 194,838 
Bl to Fukui et al. Fukui et al Disclose a pharmaceutical composition comprising 5-{2-[2[(o- 
ethyoxyphenoxy)ethylamino]propyl}-2-methoxybenzene- sulfonamide hydrochloride, which is 
the chemical name for Tamsulosin hydrochloride. This teaching anticipates the broad limitations 
of applicant's claims 1 and 2. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U S C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over "The effect of 
urapidil on neurogenic bladder: A placebo controlled double blind study" by Yasuda et al in 
view of US Patent 6,071,882 to Engel et al . 

Yasuda et al Disclose that alpha blockers are effective at improving urinary hlow rates 
and residual urine in cases of voiding dysfunction caused by benign prostatic hyperplasia (BPH). 

Engel et al are relied upon for the teaching at column 6, claim 9, which shows that 
Tamsulosin is a known alpha-! acrenoceptor blocking agent. 

One of ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to use any well known 
adrenoceptor blocking agent, such as those listed in the Engel et al reference, to improve urinary 
flow rates and residual urine in cases of voiding dysfunction caused by BNP, because Yasuda et 
al teach that alpha blockers are successful for this very purpose. The expected result would be 
improved urinary flow rates, as discussed by Yasuda et al. Therefore, this invention as a whole 
would have been prima facie obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made.
